The

dick grocery in Arlington wTere en­ 
tered and rolhbed last night and an 
attempt to enter the C. I. & W. depot 
failed. 
The burglars obtained very 
little loot, considering their expen­ 
sive operations. 
The Baldridge store was perhaps 
the heaviest loser. 
Some revolvers, 
knives, watches and a small amount 
of change were among the 
things 
missing, although more goods may 
have been taken. 
It would require 
an invoice to determine the exact 
air/ ont taken. 
A’t the postoffice the thieves ob­ 
tained not to exceed $2 in stamps.

Department of Agriculture Specialists Suggest Means of Saving For 
Winter Use What Ho ne Gardener Has Grown in His 
Back Yard During the Summer* 
II. 
HOW TO CAN GREEN PEAS AND SNAP BEANS 


Housekeepers can easily can sur­ 
plus green peas 
and snap 
beans, 
which are beginning to 
appear in 
home gardens in many sections. The 
season has been unusually good fo r 
peas, and borne gardeners in many 
localities are reporting unexpectedly 
heavy yields. 
Either of these pro ­ 
ducts readily can be canned with no 
other home equipment than jars or 
cans and a wash boiler fitted with a 
false bottom of slats to keep ’ the 
jars from resting on the bottom. 
Here are directions given by the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture to the members of girl’s can­ 
ning clubs in Northern and Western 
(States:— 
Do not try to can peas o r beans 
that have been long o ff the vines— 
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the fresher the vegetables the better 
the product. 
Shell peas. 
In 
case of beans 
string and cut them as if fo r cooflring. 
Put the prepared vegetables 
h 
cheesecloth 
bag Or colander and 
blanch in live 
steam from 
boiling 
water fo r from 5 to 10 minutes. 
Next dip the blanched 
product 
quickly in cold water and remove it 
almost immediately. 
Pack the product immediately into 
hot scalded glass jars or tiif cans. 
Fill the containers completely with 
boiling hot water to which has been 
added 1 level teaspoonful of salt per 
quart. 
Place rubber rings on jars 
and screw tops almost, but not com­ 
er will not 
ertter 
these 
partially 
pletely, tight. The water in the bod- 
closed jars. 
{leal tin cans com­ 
pletely. 
Put the jars o r cans in boiling 
water counting from the time the 
water in the wash boiler so that the 
tops are partly o r wholly covered. 
Sterilize fo r 180 minutes in the boil­ 
ing water counting from the time the 
water begins to boil again. If other 
canning outfits are used, sterilize as 
follows: 
Water seal, 214 degrees,180 min­ 
utes ; 
5 pounds steam pressure, 60 min­ 
utes ; 
10 to 15 pounds steam pressure, 
40 minutes. 
Wax and string beans as well as 
young tender peas may be sterilized 
in 120 minutes. 
Remove jars from boiler or steri­ 
lizer, tighten eovers, invert to dool 
and test jo ints fo r leakage. Exam­ 
ine cans fo r leaks. Even the slight­ 
est Ierik if not Closed completely at 
once, means that the product in all 
probabaility will not keep. 
Do not place glass jars to cool in 
a draft which is liable to cause them 
to crack. 
Wrap jars in 
paper to 
precent blanching, and store in a 
cool place. • 
If peas are roughly handled in 
blanching or cold dipping, o r split 
or brdkeh peas are not removed be­ 
fore packing* the liquid in the jars 
may have a slightly clouded appear­ 
ance.

The to tal number o f scales 
inspected including elevator 
and 
wagon scales was 18 3 with 64 o r 35 
5er cent of these being incorrect. 
The department has also ordered 
an inspection o f gasoline measuring 
statio ns where gasoline is sold by 
^the gallon. 
Reports from the sita- 
:ions already inspected show that 
he majority were giving sho rt mea­ 
sure. 
In many cases the motorist 
Was paying fo r five gallons of gase­ 
ine when he was receiving 
from 
hree and one half gallons to fo ur 
gallons and when buying ten gallons 
was receiving but eight or nine gal­ 
ons.
